Joseph Strong, D. D., general secretary of 
the Evangelical Alliance for the United States, in 
his office at the Bible house, had an answer ready. 
He was just writing a circular, which began: 

The population of New York city has for years 
been steadily and rapidly increasing, while at the 
same tiine the number of churches has been re a. 
tively decreasing. In 1840 there was one Protestant 
church to every 2,009 people; in 1880° one to 3,000, 
and in 1887 one to 4,000. 

“But does the smailer number of churches indi 
cate asmaller number of pews?’ the reporter asked. 
“The churches of today seat more people than for- 
meriy.’’ 


‘My statement is equally true {f you compara 


church sittings,” responded Dr. Strong, ‘‘and church 
membership as well. There are two principal rea- 
sons forthe falling behind of the church in the 
cities, asthe same conditions do not exist in the 
country, 

“First, the enormous growth of the cities brings 
in a great foreign clement which the church does 
not reach, I believe that the church is holding its 
Ovu with the native population, and even gaining. 

“secondly, the chureh lacks organization. Al}l 
the great forces which are shaping the world’s life 


| and thought today, whether in science or politics, in. 


dustry or trade,are-based opon skiliful organization. 
The Christian churgh is especiaily lacking in this 
point, One object of the work in which we are en- 
gaged is to bring the different religious bodies into 
closer relatioushi a

A sermon, by Rey. W. C. McCall, pastor of 
the Third Baptist Church of Atlanta, Noy. 11, 1888: 
“And hath put all things under his feet; Eph. 1:22, 

This text affirms the supreme powerand author- 
ity of Jesus. He is King and all things are subordi- 
nated forthe good of his people in his purposes of 
grace. There are times when tothe believer this is 
trying indeed to his faith. Events in which God’s 
children have been ready to conclude, God had no 
hand. But my triends, in all the past the final out- 
come has proven the contrary, and so it will de- 
velop in all the trying experiences to whieh you are 
or may be subjected. 

1, In the first place we suggest that Jesus is head 
over ail things that He may bring together the ma- 
terialand build upachureh unto Himself. He de- 
clares Himselfto be the one foundation, the chief 
corner stone, living, tried and precious; the super- 
structure to be composed of living stones selected 
from the quarry of humanity, prepared and polished 
by the spirit of all gr@ce, cemented by the influence 
of undying love. 

In other words, Jesus must bring the people unto 
Himself from the north and from the south and 
wheresoever scattered; they must be bronght into 
contact with the truth, estabiished in faith and 
grounded in love. To the accomplishment of this 
allthe changesin time, the evolutions in science 
and reverses in fortune are so controlled @s to min- 
ister to the ingathering and preservation of the 
saints. And when His people are conformed to His 
image and animated by Lis spirit they are in this 
world as sheep among wolves—hated by the 
world for their Master’s sake; beleaguered 
by enemies wiser than they are, for God 
hath chosen the weak things of this world; 
by enemies superior in power, for many kings have 
desired to see the things which the saints see and 
seen them not. This hatred is oftentimes covered 
up and if the Christian will only fold his hands and 
hold his tongue and drift with the current it will 
never show liiself and by allmen he will be well- 
spoken of; but only let him stand up for his master 
and cry out acainst sin, then 1ike the fire hidden in 
the jlint, when struck by the steel, how it flashes 
out.

And my 
friends but for the headship of 
Jesus, the righteous, would speedily perieh from the 
earth, truth would be shorn of her beauteous robe 
and glorious majesty, and error creeping forth from 
her thousand lurking places, unmasking her ugly 
form, would be enthroned amid the darkness of un- 
checked and progressive immorality, 

But Jesus being head his people are safe. He is 
the Shifoh unto whom the gathering of the people 
shall be. 

He is head and a:l the councils of the wise and 
the devices of the crafty, andthe persecutions of the 
wicked, strengthened by the strivings of the am- 
bitious shall but serve his purpose of bringing 
together those for whom he purchased . salvation by 
the shedding of his own blood.

THE “OLD-TIME” DARKY. 


We, who lived in ante-bellum days, often re- 
call amusing characteristics of the old planta- 
tion darky. Religious meetings and funerals 
were greeted with rapture, serving as a vent 
for their emotional natures. Whit® people 
who would at times attend these gatherings, 
often heard extraordinary assertions during 
the progress of an “experience meeting.’’ Old 
Uncle Stephen made himself famous by the 
following tirade:

Poor o]d soul, his honest ebony face was 
quivering with emotion, and to him, hisdream 
was areality. Ever afterwards the negroes 
would speak with awe, ‘‘Unc’ Steben done see 
Jesus.”’ 

A little picininny ofthree years, who was 
a pet with his mistress, would regulasly kneel 
at evening to say his prayers, being fed from 
her table he had rather a high-toned appetite. 
His first effort. with the Lord’s prayer was 
quite novel; on reaching the phrase ‘‘Give us 
this day our daily bread.’’ little Charlie made 
no halt, but called out his bill of fare, by add- 
ing ‘‘bistits, batteo takes, waffleds, jay birds, 
wabbits, tustards, butter and lasses.’’

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COMFORT IN DEFEAT. 


BILt ARP WANTS TO IMPORT NORTH- 
ERN REPUBLICANS, 
He Thinks the Southern Article Too Scarce 
—The Backwoods Philosopher Tells of 
Advertising Schemes. 


These northern republicans who are mean- 
dering around, talk very hopefully of the sit- 
uation. They say that General Harrison isa 
gentleman and a Christian, and has no preju- 
dices against the south, and though he may 
have friends to reward, he has no enemies to 
punish. They say that he has force of char- 
acter and great firmness, and will be president 
and run the machine. They say that northern 
people will be more willing to come south, and 
they will come, and by their conduct and deal- 
ing will command our respect and confidence, 
and break up the solid south. 

Well, we are willing to have it broken up in 
that way. There is no issue in _ politics 
that is half as bie as a reconciliation be- 
tween the north and south, A northern man 
said to me, ‘‘lam making investments here, 
and I expect to move here and bring my fam- 
ily. Iam a republican, and have been all my 
lite. It is the next thing to my religion. The 
more republicans you get down here the better 
it will be for you. They will bea breakwater 
between you and any oppression you may fear 
from General MHarrison*s administration. 
They cannot harm you withont harming us. 
It is the best solution of the negro problem, If 
he is put over you he will be put overus. We 
expect to have some influence with the admin- 
istration, and that influence will be for the 
good of your whole people.”’ 

There is some comfort in that kind of talk, 
I don’t mean any offense, but I couldn’t help 
thinking about that wicked old fellow 
who dreamed he died and went to 
the bad place and saw the old devil 
and the infernal fires and the little devils 
shoveling in the sulphur, and he saw hundreds 
of his old acquaintances, and when he waked 
up he was allina sweat of perspiration and 
was so thankful it wasadream. He told it to 
the boys and one said, ‘‘was,the fire oncommon 
hot, Uncle Jake.”’ ‘‘Powerful hot,” said he,

Nabor Freeman has 
promised to stand in front of me, but 
his limited diameter would not protect 
the flanks of my corporosity. Our Carters 
ville republicans are generally thin in flesh 
and it will take about two to cover one Cleve- 
land demoerat. Governor Bullock would suit 
me mighty well but I understand that Gover- 
nor Brown has had him engaged for three 
months back. Old Joe is always ahead. My 
friend A. L. Harris would make a splendid 
bullwark fora whole family and I hope he 
will remember me when trouble comes. 

A Tallapoosa Yankee said to me, ‘‘We are 
going to build another town right away. We 
have got Tallapoosa established and she is 
solid as bed rock. Town property has not 
shrunk a dollar. Our glass works have been 
rebuilt and our furnace is nearly completed 
and we have lots of smaller industries 
and there will be hundreds of Michi- 
ganders and other ganders down there 
this winter. We have added four hundred 
and ninety thousand dollars to the taxable re- 
turns of Haralson county in two years. In 
two years we have built a town of nearly 35,000 
inhabitants, and expect to double it in two 
years more; and now we are going to build an- 
other town at Bluffton, ten miles below Cave 
Spring. Here is the plan and elevation of the 
hotel, which is to cost seven thousand dollars. 
The hotel is the first house that we build, and 
we get a first-class man to keep it. The 
stomach of arich man is the first thing to 
work on. Get him satisfied with himself— 
feed him well—and he will trade. When 
@ northern man comes down here with his 
pocket full of money and finds a 
poor, dirty hotel, and none of the com- 
forts he left -behind him, he = gets 
disgusted and wants toget away as quick as 
possible. If you Cartersville people had’ any 
gumptien, you would build a twenty thousand 
dollar hotel the first thing, and have hot and 
cold baths and gas light, and you would paint 
up that front block, and paint that old depot, 
and make the town look attractive. We will 
have a bigger town at Bluffton in two years 


than you have got at Cartersville, and three- | 


fourths of the people will be live yankees that 
mean business. You have got the best county 
in Georgia—I have been all over it and know 
all about it—and yournatural wealth is just im- 
mense. There is nothing like it or equal to it 
that [ have seen in all my travels, but your 
péople are asleep; you don’t advertise; the 
northern people don’t know anything about 
you: you have spent three or four hundred 
dollars on printers ink and think you have 
done wonders. We spent seventy-five thous- 
and dollars in advertising the first year in 
Tallapoosa, seventy-five thousand dol- 
lars in cash, and we got five dollars back for 
everyone weput out. Old Zack Chandler 
when he was governor of Michigan got the 
legislature to appropriate two hundred thous- 
and dollars for printers ink for advertising the 
state, and the result was an increase of four 
hundred thousand in her population in four 
years by immigration and eighteen millions in 
the value of her property. It takes people to 
make a town, and if you dont’t call them they 
won’tcome. If you can get half a dozen live 
yankees to locate in your town and hire them 
to go back and drum for you,*and furnish 
them with half a million little 
pamphlets with some pictures in them and 
plenty of information about your county, and 
then see the principal railroad lines and ar- 
range for excursion rates to Cartersville and 
return your. little old hotel couldn’t accommo- 
date half the people who would come, 

“My friend,’’ said I, ‘‘you alarm me. Your

At that time the capital of the state was at 
Milledgeville; Charles J. Jenkins was gover- 
nor, and John Jones was treasurer. In order 
to draw any funds from the state it was neces- 
sary to get an executive warrant and present it 
tothe treasurer. The statesmen of the con- 
gention put their heads together, and finaily 

a resolution instructing the treasurer to 

y totheir financial agent, Dr. Angier, $40,000 
for the current expenses of the convention.

The financial agent carried a copy of the 
resolution, indorsed by the military comman- 
der of the district, to Milledgeville. He 
showed it to Colonel Jones and demanded the 


money. The treasurer politely replied that he | 
could not and would not act in the matter 


without an executive warrant. When he 
heard this Dr. Angier at once returned to At- 
lanta. He knew that Governor Jenkins re- 
ded the convention as an illegal body, and 
did not waste time in making an application 
to biin, a 
The governor’s firm and patriotic stand gave 
General Meade, the commander of the dis- 
trict, considerable embarrassment. In the 
course of afew days he was visited by Gover- 


nor Jenkins and the matter was frankly dis- | 


cussed. : 

“Governor,” said the general, “if Dr. Angier 
had applied to you for an executive warrant, 
would it have changed the result: 

‘*Not in the least,’’ was the reply. 

“Po T understand,” asked the general, ‘that 
you would not have responded to the conven- 
tion’s order for am executive warrant: 

“Certainly not,’’ answered the governor. 

General Meade said that he regretted the 
existence of Such a state of affairs, and asked 
the governor to give his reasons for his course. 
Governor Jenking then explained his position. 
Under the state constitution, 
sworn tosupport, no money could be drawn 
from the treasury except by an executive war- 
rant by an appropriation made by law, that is, 
alaw of Georgia. The legislature had made 
no appropriation. Congress foreseeing that 
some such trouble might arise, had authorized 
the convention to levy a tax to pay its own ex- 
penses. This showed, that congress did nct 
contemplate empowering either the convention 
or the military commander to draw funds from 
the state treasury for that purpose.

General Meade listened to this statement 
with profound attention. He admitted 


as a citizen he did not differ materially with 


the governor, but as an officer sent to enforce | 


the reconstruction measures of congress he | 
would have to remove the governor if he did 
not reconsider his determination.

Tho next chapter in this remarkable story is 
without a parallel in the annals of a free 
people. 

One fine morning Generai Thomas H. Ruger 
called on Governor Jenkins at the executive 
mansion. 

General Ruger was a West Poifter, a gentle- 
tleman and a gallant soldier. He then 
thoroughly appreciated the governor’s motives, 
and it was with great reluctance that he stated 
the object of his visit. Governor Jenkins met 
him half way. 

“Thave been informed,’ he said, ‘“‘that 
General Meade has removed me from olfice, 
and appointed you as provisional governor to 
assume my duties.”’ 

“That,” said General Ruger, “is my busi- 
ness here, and | hope, governor, that you wil!

Governor Jenkins hastily arranged his affairs 
and left the executive mansion to return to his 
home in Augusta. He had the great seal of 
the state removed and confided to a friend to 
be kept until the proper time for its restora- 
tion.

How General Ruger Forced Governor J¢n-" 


kins to Retire From Office—The Great 
Seal of the State Saved by the Governor, 


For The Constitution. 
In December, 1867, the congressional recon- 


struction convention was in session in Atlanta, 
Many of the members were in an impecunious 

dition, and at the end of two or three weeks 
they became egeiions 1 their pay. 


How was the money to be obtained? This 
qas the absorbing question of the hour, The 
negro members who had been disappointed in 
securing certain mythical mules, and visionary

At that time the capital of the state was at 
Milledgeville; Charles J. Jenkins was gover- 
nor, and John Jones was treasurer. In order 
to draw any funds from the state it was neces- 
sary to get an executive warrant and present it 
tothe treasurer. The statesmen of the con- 
gention put their heads together, and finaily 

sed a resolution instructing the treasurer to 
pay to their financial agent, Dr. Angier, $40,000 
for the current expenses of the convention.

The financial agent carried a copy of the 


" pesolution, indorsed by the military comman- 


der of the district, to Milledgeville. He 
showed it to Colonel Jones and demanded the 
money. ‘The treasurer politely replied that he 
could not and would not act in the matter 
without an executive warrant. When he 
heard this Dr. Angier at once returned to At- 
lanta. He knew that Governor Jenkins re- 
garded the convention as an illegal body, and 
did not waste time in making an application 


to hiin.

The governor’s firm and patriotic stand gave 
General Meade, the commander of the dis- 
trict, considerable embarrassment. In the 
course of afew days he was visited by Gover- 
nor Jenkins and the matter was frankly dis- 
cussed. 

“Governor,” said the general, “if Dr. Angier 
had applied to you for an executive warrant, 
would it have changed the result ?”’ 

“Not in the least,’’ was the reply. 

“Do IT understand,” asked the general, ‘that 
you would not have responded to the convyen- 
tion’s order for az executive warrant?” 

“Certainly not,’’ answered the governor. 

General Meade said that he regretted the 
existence of Such a state of affairs, and asked 
the governor to give his reasons for his course. 
Governor Jenkins then explained his position. 
Under the state constitution, which he had 
sworn tosupport, no money could be drawn 
from the treasury except by an executive war- 
rant by an appropriation made by law, that is, 
alaw of Georgia. The legislature had made 
no appropriation. Congress foreseeing that 
some such trouble might arise, had authorized 
the convention to levy a tax to pay its own ex- 
penses. This showed that congress did nct 
contemplate empowering either the convention 
or the military commander to draw funds from 
the state treasury for that purpose.

General Meade listened to this statement 
with profound attention. He admitted that 
as a citizen he did not differ materially with 
the governor, but as an officer sent to enforce 
the reconstruction measures of congress he 
would have to remove the governor if he did 
not reconsider his determination. 

The governor was not disturbed by this 
threat. He had already issued an order sus- 
pending the collection of taxes, and had in- 
structed the treasurer to secrete the funds in 
some safe depository. He therefore replied 
that his decision was irrevocable, but the gen- 
eral, on parting with him, remarked that he 
would give him time to reconsider.

In a few days General Meade wrote to the 
governor demanding an executive warrant for 
the $40,000. The governor in courteous terms 
positively refused. ‘The outcome of this cor- 
respondeuce was an order from the general re- 
moying the governor from office upon the 
ground that he denied the validity of the re- 


construction laws.

The next chapter in this remarkable story is 
without a parallel in the annals of a free 
people. 

One fine morning Generai Thomas H. Ruger 
called on Governor Jenkins at the executive 
mansion. 

General Ruger was a West Pointer, a centle- 
tleman and a gailant soldier. He then 
thoroughly appreciated the governor’s motives, 
and it was with great reiuctance that he stated 
the object of his visit. Governor Jenkins met 
him half way. 

“Thave been informed,’’ he said, ‘that 
General Meade has removed me from office, 
and appointed you as provisional governor to 
assume my duties.”’ 

“That,” said General Ruger, ‘tis my busi- 
ness here, and I hope, governor, that you will 
offer no resistance.”’ 

“Before answering you,”’ responded the gov- 
ernor, ‘‘permit me to ask you a question. Are 
you instructed, if necessary, to use force to dis- 
possess me of this office ?’” 

The general’s face flushed. 

“Tam, sir,’’ he replied, ‘‘and here are my 
orders.”’ 

The governor quietly inspected the docu- 
ment signed by General Meade. 

“Sir,’’ he said to his visitor, *‘yon have the 
army of the United States at your back, and I 


can summon not even a respectable police | 


force. I therefore elect to bow out to yon, 
Fatlier than to a file of soldiers with muskets 
and bayonets, but I denounce this proceeding 
48 an outrage upon the rights of the state, and, 
had I adequate force, I would resist you to the 
last extremity.’’ 

General Luger, after some further conversa- 
tion, asked why the collection of taxes had 
been suspended. The governor answered that 
while the convention had requested him to do 
thatvery thing he scorned to restihis action upon 
such authority, and would decline to render 
the new provisional goyeruor any account of 
his offictal acts,

The provisional governor then hastened to 
the office of the treasurer. He found no 
money, but only an empty vault and some old 
books. ‘The treasurer refused to give any in- 
formation, and an order was issued for his ar- 
rest. Ltugerat once revoked the order sus-

Before this happy event occurred Governor 
Jenkins had exhausted every effort to test the 
constitutionality of the reconstruction laws. 
His arrest was ordered by the provisional gov- 
ernor, but officials everywhere disregarded the 
order, and Georgia’s old Roman was permitted 
to come and go without being disturbed by any 
interference with his movements. 

The Georgia legislature enthusiastically in- 
dorsed his conduct ina scries of resolutions, 
and a facsimile of the seal of tho executive 
department, wrought in solid gold, was pre- 
sented to him in the name of the grateful peo- 
ple over whose destinies he had presided so 
wisely, and whose rights he had so brayely de-

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WAYS OF DETECTIVES. 


How They Pick Out a Criminal in the 
Largest Crowd. 
From the Boston Record. 

“What are you doing there ?”’ 

The man to whom it is addressed is a short, 
thick-set man; there is nothing about him to 
attract attention. He is the most commonplace 
man I have met for some time: He is simply 
leaning against a pile of boxes, trunks and the 
like, ata railroad station. Upon first glance 
he looks like a sleepy, old fellow, who may 
have drank more than a flagon of rum, or he 
may have walked along distance, and there- 
fore he is fatigued. As any one approached 
him in the crowd he looked sharply, and the 
seemed to become oblivious. - 

That man is one of the sharpest detectives in 
the state of Massachusetts. 

“What are you doing there?” is the ques- 
tion again. 

Quickly, without moving a muscle, without 
looking up again, he answers, fn a low, distinct 
voice: ‘‘Don’t speak to me now; I’m watching 
aman.’ I moved away. 

Presently: the crowd fgets thicker. The 
sleepy geutleinan by the trunks becomes sud- 
denly aroused. He moves about very rapidly 
among the people. What will he do? 

Hardly is there time to walk ten paces when 
he has disappeared. The train thunders into 
the station and the people went aboard. ‘The 
man was nowhere. 

That night ene of the boldest burglars was 
arrested and lodged in jail. He was arrested 
on that train, and by the sleepy man. 

The arrest was accomplished thus: As a 
rough-looking man with a tin-pailin his hand 
walked quickly from the depot to the train the 
detective followed him closely, and just as he 
was about to put his foet on the steps he 
tripped and fell tothe platform. In an instant 
the detective fell on top of him. . 

The two men were assisted into the car, and 
then the detective apologized for having fall- 
ingon him. They satdown together in the 
smoking car. the old-fashioned detective took 
out of his pocket a lot of cakes and apples, and 
they began to eat and talk about the news. 

‘That was a bad bit of work those fellows 
done there in Boston.

‘Was there a burglary ?”’ 

‘Yes; didn’t you hear of it? Why, they 
stole over $100,000 worth of cash securities and 
bonds from the —— bank.”’ 

‘Indeed! Any arrests?” 

‘Not yet, but the officers are close on the 
track of the leader of the gang,”’ 

“Are they? Dothey think they have the 
right man?” 

“Vet, they are watching a man in East Bos- 
ton by the name of Ridgewood, a noted bur- 
glar.’’ 

Just at this moment a man arose from the 
seat behind and walked out of the car. He 
passed on into the next car. 

‘‘That’s our man,’’ whispered the detective 
to his apparently injured companion. The two 
men arose and passed into the next car after 
the fellow who had arisen. 

Thev caught up to the man as he was going 
out of the nextcar. The train was stopping 
atasmall station. The man gotoff. He was 
arrested. 

‘How did you know that Mas Ridgewood ?’ 
was asked of the detective. 

‘*Because when I mentioned his name he 
started and leftthe car. ‘There is something 
about a criminal that gives him away to a 
practiced eye. I saw that man on the plat- 
form; he was walking upand down. He did 
not walk more than eight feet before he would 
turn and walk back again. At this I became 
aroused and watched him closer, 

“It was whenI tripped up my friend, that I 
wanted to ayoid suspicion, the burglar was be- 
hind us; the man who fell firstis one of the 
best detectives in Boston, He was dressed 
like a workingman and carried a pail. When 
we fell the man whom we were watching did 
not notice us, but hurried to the cars; all the 
other people stopped and looked on. 

“The man went directly to the smoker and 
lita cigar nervously: he-drew his hat over 
his eyes and nestied down in his seat, appar- 
antly engrossed in his newspaper. The man 
read the same paper fora long time; he did 
not seem to be interested in it at all, although 
his-eyes were intently upon it.

Well, you 
see an Old criminal who has done time will 
never get out of the habitof walking up and 
down as he has done so long in his cell. He 
willonly go about eight feet; that is the 
regulation length of the cells. He does this 
unconsciously, and even though he may 
euard himself againstit, before he knows it 
he will begin to walk up and down. 

‘Of course,’’ said the detective, ‘‘no man 
gives himself up to justice—no criminal tells 
the detectiye that he isthe man. We are 
compelled to judge from our experience. A 
eriminal has a certain look, @ peculiar way of 
moving secretly, even in public places—in 
hotels, at theaters, all over. No one but a 
skillful man in criminal work can te)] the dif- 
ference, but their actions are readily apparent 
—they become a larger part of the criminal’s 
nature; he can not cast off himself.” 

“Then there are other things; certain well 
known criminals have,’”’ he added, *‘a distinct 
style of work. Thecrime is always carefully 
investigated and the detectives learn the meth- 
ods of the different men.- It is a school. I 
cannot explain it to you unless you are a close 
observer of human nature. 

‘A criminal in walking along the street will 
unconsciously turn his head and give a quick 
glance backward, almost every so often, gen- 
erally within every 100 steps. I can tell a man 
instantly when I enter acrowd. That’s why 
these fellows hide away; they know that if 
they appear in public that they will be recog- 
nized.”’

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'A FREEMASON IN DRESSES, 


THE PRESENCE OF TWO WOMEN AT 
A LODGE. : 


How the Hon. Mrs. Aldworth, of Doneralie, | 


Ireland, Was Elected a Member of a 
Lodge. | 


There was much gosssp in Masonic circles 
yesterday over the publication of a story in 
The World to the effect that_ grand lodge of 
Scotland had been called upon to discipline 
two of its members for permitting two women 
to witness and overhear a part of the ceremony 
and proceedings of a Masonic lodge while in 
session. The report stated that a past erand 
master escorted two women to the organ loft 
in Freemason’s hall, in Edinburg, on the occa- 
sion of the funeral lodge held tfere, and while 
the lodge was ‘‘tiled in the third degree.’’ The 
story, as it first appeared in the Pall Mall Ga- 
zette, was shown to Frank R. Lawrence, grand 
master of the grand lodge of this state. “It 
is highly improbable that any ladies were ad- 
mitted to a lodge while it was in session,’’ said 
Mr. Lawrence. “There is too little informa- 
tion contained in the Pall Mall Gazetteto base 
any opinion upon. Butif itis true that any 
member allowed ladies to witness the workings 
of the lodge contrary to the rules they will 
certainly be punished to the fullest extent.”’ 

Colonel E. L. M. Ehlers, grand secretary of 
the grand lodge. was found at his office in the 
masonic temple at Sixth avenue and Twenty- 
third street. He said hecou!ld not ses what 
offense had been committed unless the funeral 
services, to which the public is admitted here, 
are open Only to Masons in Scotland. ‘There 
is either nothing in this story, or else the Lon 
don paper has not received full information on 
the subject,’’ remarked the colonel. ‘It looks 
as though somebody was trying to makéa sen- 
sation out of nothing. But it may turn out 
that if all the particulars of this affair were 
known it would put an entirely different 
aspect on the case from what appears at pres- 
ent. : 

Robt. Maccoy,the Masonic bookseller and pub 
lisher,has been one of the foremost spirits in try 
ingto associate women with the order. He for- 
mulated the system of the organization known 
as the Order of the Eastern Star, founded by 
the late Robt, Morris, the Masonic lecturer 
and poet, which popularly termed, ‘‘ien 
Masonry.” This was intended for women, 
but the order has never been recognized by 
Masons in this country. ‘‘Itis all nonbense,’’ 
declared Mr. Maccoy with emphasis when the 
story referred to was shown him. ‘There 
was nothing done by these Scotch Masons to 
cause them to be turned out if all the facts are 
stated.’’ 

The publication of this story that women 
have been allowed to peer behind the veil of 
mystery which envelopes Freemasonry has now 
added new interest to the legend that once on 
a time a women was initiated into the order. 
In the oftice of the grand secretary of the 
grand lodge, in the masonic temple, hangs an 
oil painting of a woman dressed in Masonic 
regalia. It was presented to Colonel Ehlers, 
and is the portrait of the Hon. Mrs. Aldworth, 
the heroine of this legend. She is said to have 
received, about the year 1735, the first and sec- 
ond degrees of Freemasonry in lodge No. 44, 
Doneraile, Ireland. The circumstances of 
this initiation were first published in Cork in 
1807, and it isclaimed that they were Sustain- 
ed by an eye-witness to the ceremony. Subse- 
quentiy they appeared in a memoir published 
by Spencer, the celebrated Masonic billiopole, 
in London. Mrs. Aldworth, nee Elizabeth St. 
Leger, was the youngest child and only 
daughter of the first Vicount Doneraile, of 
Ireland. The lodge in which she was initiated 
was an aristocratic lodge consisting prin- 
cipally of the gentry and most respectable 
and wealthy inhabitantr of the country around 
Doneraile. The communications were usually 
held ia the town, but during the mastership of 
Lord Doneraile, brother of Mrs. Aldwerth, the 
meetings were held at the Doneraile house, his 
residence. Spencer relates this story of the 
affair: ! 

‘It happened on this particular occasion 
that the lodge was held in a= rooni 
separated from another by stud «and 
brick work. The young lady being giddy 
and thoughtless, determined to gratify her 
curiosity, and made arrangement accerdingly. 
With a pair of scissors (as she herself re- 
lated to the mother of our informant) she re- 
moved a portion of a brick from tho wall, and 
placed herself so as to command a full view of 
everything which occurred in the next room. 
She thus witnessed the first two degrees in 
Masonry, which was the extent of the pro- 
ceedings of the lodge that night. 

‘‘Becoming aware frem what she heard that 
the brethren were about to separate,she felt 
alive tothe awkwardness and danger of her 
situation arfd began to consider how she could 
retire without observation She = became 
nervous and agitated and nearly fainted, but 
so far recovered herself as to be fully aware 
of the necessity of withdrawing as quickly 
as possible. Being in the dark she stum- 
bled and overthrew something—a chair or some 
ornamental piece of furniture. The ¢rash was 
loud and the taler, who was on the lobby or 
landing on which opened the doors beth of the 
lodge-room and that where the young lady was, 
gave the alarm, burst open the door and, with 
a light in one hand and a sword in the other, 
appeared to the terrified and fainting lady. 
He was soon joined by the members of the 
lodge present, and luckily, for it is asserted 
that but for the prompt appearance of her 
brother, Lord Doneraile, and other cool mem- 
bers, her life would have fallen a sacri- 
fice to what- was then esteemed her crime. 
The first care of Lord Doneraile was ‘to resus- 
ticate the unfortunate lady without alarming 
the house and endeavor to learn from her an 
explanation of what had occurred, Having 
done this, many of the members being furiotis 
at the transaction, she was placed under guard 
of the tiler and a number in the rogdm where 
she was found. The meybers reassembled 
and deliberated as to what was to be done. 

‘For over two hours she could hear the 
angry discussion and her death deliberately 
proposed and seconded. Atlength the good 
sense of the majority succeeded in calming in 
some measure the angry and irritated feelings 
of the members. It was resolved to give her 
the option of submittting to the Masonic or- 
deal to the extent she had witnessed (I*ellow- 
craft) and if she refused the brethren were 
again to consult. Miss St. Leger, exhausted 
and terrified by the storminess of thie debate, 
gladly and unhesitatingly accepted the offer 
and was initiated. 

Sister Aldworth, as she was-called, came 
into a large fortune by her marriage, and the 
poor in general and the Masonic: - poor in 
particular had good reason to be thankful for 
her numerous and bountifulacts of kindness.

THE END OF A NOTED PIUNNSYLVA- 
NIA CHARACTE K. 


The Way She Used Her Alleged Supernat- 
ural Powers Over Her Immediate Com- 
munity—An Object of Great Fear. 

Harrisburg Letterin the New York Times. 

The deatiris reported of Barbara Fisher, the 
famous witch woman of northern Lancaster 
county, in whose supernatural powers young 
and old members of a certain class of residents 
in that section had the greatest faith. She 
was nearly ninety years old and had lived 
alone ina rude hut in the mountains afew 
miles from Reinholdsville for more than sixty 
years. The belief in witches and the power of 
certain persons to drive them away still pre- 
vails toa surprising degree among the simple 
Dutch farmers of not only Lancaster but 
neighboring counties, and Mother Fisher wa: 
one of the most confidently consulted of 
many ‘witch women,”’ one at least of whom is 
to be found in every farming community. 

The writer saw Mother Fisher two years ago 
in her hut. She was then active and appar- 
ently physically strong, but much bent and 
wrinkled. Her hair was as white as snow,and 
long white hairs grew from her chin in such 
profusion as toalmdst give them the dignity 
of abeard. Her eyes were as bright and sharp 
as a hawk’s, and altogether she was a most 
striking person to look at-~a typical witch her- 
self, and, in fact, she possessed the power, ac- 
lording to the belief of the ~ peo- 

le in her .community, of bewitching 

er neighbors, their cattles their wells, or 
what she chose, a qualification that made her 
an object of great fear to them as well as of 
yeoneration. it was during the writer’s visit to 
that peculiar community that he had an ex- 
traordinary illustration of the credulity and 
superstition of its people. A well-to-do farmer 
had brought suit before a justice of the peace to 
recover damages for the loss of a dog, which 
he gravely charged her with having killed by 
bewitching it. The justice, instead of refus- 
ing to consider such a charge, put the case 
to trial, and on the evidence presented gave 
judgment against Mother;Fisher. The woman 
had the reputation of being a vindictive witch, 
and she lived alone in a small cabin, her family 
and neighbors shunning her. The charge 
made against her by the farmer was that she 
had bewitched his dog and refused, to drive 
the witch away until he paid her a certain 
sum of money. He refused, and upon his re- 
fusal the dog began running wildly about ina 
circle, suffering|great agony, until it at last fell 
down from exhaustion and. died. A large 
number of witnesses Were examined in the 
case, and all gave testimony as to lraving been 
sufferers from the defendant's powers 
of witchcraft. One witness swore that he had 
been solicited by the defendant not to appear 


in the case on behalf of the plaintiff, and that 


he had refused to comply with her request. <A 
few days afterward his well became dry, and 
his cows gave bloody milk. His baby, which 
at the time he refused the defendant's requets 
was fat and healthy, had refused to be suckled, 
and had srTOWN 50 puby that its death was 
hourly exnected. To cap the climaxof this 
remarkable trial, the defendant, after hearing 
the evidence, confessed herself guilty of the 
charge. 
ment for #3 and the costs of the suit. 

Mother Fisher had a curiosity ina strange 
volume printed in the German language and 
over 300 years old. twas called ‘Fhe Won- 
der Pook,’”’ and it was brought from Ger- 
manv by a female ancestor, who came to 
Laneaster with the Dunkers in 1719 That 
ancestor was also a noted “witch woman,’’ 
and there had been one in the family ever 
since until the death of Barbara Fisher, who 
was the last of her line, she having never 
married. *‘the Wonder Book”? was a pon- 
derous yolume, bound in boards, and its 
heavy eovers secured by brass clasps. No 
other hand but hers was ever permitted to 
touch the precious book, and from it she drew 
her inspira ‘‘wonder-working.”’ This 
shreyrd and cunning beldame could never 
induced by any offer to try her powers 
sirenger or on any one who lived outside of th 
neighborhood in which she lived, every resi- 
dent of which she knew. Her neighbors went 
to her for consultation and advice from miles 
around. To her husbands took their wives, 
parents their children, lovers’ their 
sweethearts or themseives for  treat- 
ment for all ills, for the removal of evil 
spells, and for cliarms they believed to be 
potent in love and business, or in the satisfying 
of vengeance. If a chiid were deformes 
demented, tongue-tied, blind, ‘‘liver-grown,' 
or unnaturally afflicted in any way a visit d 
Damo Fisher was never delayed. For a chilt 
to be “‘liver-grown’’ is an ailment that seem’ 
to be peculiar to the disease vocabulary of 
these ‘‘witch women.’’ What it is does not 
scem to be exactly known to anybody, butifa 
child is iH and the parents consult a ‘‘wonder 
worker,’’ and she tells them it is liver-grown, 
they consider that misfortune has fallen 
heavily on them, and the sympathy of their 
friends and neighbors gocs out to them indeed. 
A liver-grown child means that some witch is 
visiting it with her worst spells?and the great- 
est powers of the wonder workers must be in- 
voked to break these spells and render them 
powerless for the future. 

Only ashort time ago in the busy borough 
of Columbia, the second largest town in ‘l.an- 
caster county. the wife of a well known and 
prosperous business man consulted a witch 
wommn of that place, her baby being 
iil. The witch woman went through certain 
‘“now-wow’’ ceremonies, and then informed 
the mother that the child was liver-grown. 
The grief ofthe mother was ereat, and in- 
creased as the charm of the witch woiman 
failed in efficacy, andthe child still remained 
under the spell. brooding over her affliction, 
he poor woman lost her reason. She became 
o violent that she was placed in the stato in- 

ane asylumin Harrisburg. Sho died there a 
eck later, raving over the affiiction that had 
efallen her babe. Y 

It was not the application of humanity alone 
that Dame Fisber was called upon to minister 
to by her neighbors. If a farmer had a breach- 
ing cow, if sheep had the mutrrain, if crops 
looked bad, old Barbara’s aid was sought at 
once. A horse was never stolen in the neigh- 
borhood while Dame Fisher lived there which 
she was not asked to recover, and the catching 
of the thief was also desired. That was a seri- 
ous undertaking for her; but she never hesi- 
tated a momént to both catch the thief and 
recover the horse, provided the owner cf the 
stolen horse wonid first give her three 
hairs from its tail. These hairs, she insisted, 
must have been picked up in the stall the 
horse had occupied and dropped there by the 
horse itself, and not hairs that might have been 
kept on hand in case of an emergency. <As 
stolen horses are not in the habit of carefully 
dropping three hairs out ef their tails in their 
stalls as a precaution against possible visits of 
thieves, the finding of the desired number was 
not always an easy thing to do. But, if the 
hairs were obtained, Dame Fisher would 
proceed at once to get back th: 
stolen property and bring the thief to 
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,justice. She cut the hairs so they would-be of 


equal longth. and then tied them together in 
the middie. At sunset the owner of the 
stolen horse must take the hairs to his barn- 
yard, place them on a shovel and light them 
at both ends. Whichever way the two ends of 
the hairs turned as they burned indicated the 
direction the thief had gone. The short ends 
of the burned hair were then to be buried in 
the barnyard. This ccremony placed a spell

Whether it was to 
Scatter blessings or call down evils she did not 
hesitate to act according to the wishes of her 
patrons and the size of the fee, and, as strange

TALKS WITH A SCORE OF LEGISLA- 
TORS. 

Many Mon of Many Minds—An Immigration 
Bureau—Education—Tobaceyw Ralsing— 
Everything and Everything Else. 

Here are a score of talks with leyislators 
taken on the fly in the house and in the lobby. 
They run from Decatur to Elbert, from Chat- 
ham to Webster, and they are as varied as the 
topography of their counties:

Mr. RANKIN OF Gornon—My people are 
more interested in the disposition of the West- 
ern and Atlantic road than any other legisla- | 
tion. They are unalterably opposed to the sale | 
of the road. 

Gordon fis one of the best counties in the 
gtate; the farmers are prosperous and their 
condition is improving. 


Dr. Fettron or BaArrow—I am just now 
more interested in the disposition of the West- 
ern and Atlantic railroad than anything else. 
Ninety-bundredths of my people are opposed 
to the sale of the road and favor leasing it 
again. 

I do not think the convict lease question will 
come up prominently uotil the summer ses- 


ill 


gion. 
I will introduce my house of correction bil! 
again in the latter part of the session. 


—— = 


Mr. Davis or Burke.— We think Burke is 
the banner county of the state. It raises more 
than any county in the country but one, and 
that is in Mississippi. The landis black and 
rich, and in theupper part of the county is 
covered with oak and hickory forests. It is a 
great stock county and Major Wilkins raises 
some of the finest horses in the state. 


Mr. Davis or Ersnert—f£ibert county has 
the finest watér power I know of. The St- 
Anthony falls on Broad river used to run a 
cotton factory which was burned down twenty 
years ago. Trotters shoals, on the Savannah 
river, are seven miles long, and will afford 
power enough to In the spindles of the south 
ern states. Shouting the rapids with a cotton 
boat is an exciting experience. ‘There are pro- 
fessional pilots who take’ flat boats, loaded 
with cotton, from Hart county all the way 
down to Augusta, and in passing the rapids, 
there Is sometimes not half a foot to 
spare ot either side of the boat. The boat 
must be guided just right, or it will upset, and 
they sometimes do strike a rock and throw the 
cotton into the river. Ihave shot the rapids 
in a bateau and went down the sluice like a 
mill-tail. We went through the seven miles 
in much less than an hour. 

In this part of the river there is Dayis’s is- 
Jand, where Genera! Toombs took refuge from 
the yankees who pursued him through Elbert 
county. He stayed with Mr. Lesseur, who 
owned the island and lived ou a mountain in 
the center of it. He was betrayed by some 
negroes, and from the mountain side he saw 
his pursuers coming to the island and he made 
his escape to the South Carolina shore. Our 
water power is a great resource; all we need is 
capital to develop it. 

Mr. SimMons or SumtTer.—I am thorouch- 
ly enthused on the subject of immigration. It 
seems to mé that the way to lift the burden off 
the farmers is to put twelve farmers where 
there are six and let them devide the load. What 
we want is, good substantial farmers, who wil] 
come here and bring something with them and 
develop our agricuituralflands. I think they 
could best be brought from the west. 
1 am not in fayor of going to Castle Garden to 
increase our population. We don’t want that 
kind. Some western farmers have settled 
about Smithville, and they are making that 
country rich. The whole country’ is white 
with pear blossoms in the season, and the 
LeConte pear is making them rich. One man 
has a hundred acres of strawberries, and they | »@S 
miade him more money than his store and his | “!

Way at Bainbridge. It will be abont 175 or 180 | 
miles long, and will open up a rich lumber | 
region in southeast Alabama, and will be of 
great benefit to us.

Survn, oF DEcATUR.— The thing that in- 
terests our people most is the Brooklyn tobacco 
syndicate. This syndicate went down to 
Gadsden county, Florida, adjoining Decatur 
county, and planted 800 acres in Sumatra to- 
bacco. They expected to raise 400,000 pounds, 
but their general superintendent told me that 
it would be about 350,000. They say it is 
equal to the finest Havana smoking tobacco, 
And they are paying JO cents a pound for it to 
other tobacco raisers. Itis worth a dollar a 
pound to them for they manufacture 
every pound of it. Half of Decatur 
county has a soil and climate just as well 
adapted to this tobacco as Gadsden county, 
Klorida.

ANCIENT ART AND MODERN ELE- 
GANCE AND CONVENIENCE. 


The American Power of Adapting All Good 
Things to His Own Needs—The Dining 
Rooms of Several Fashionable Ladies. 


Atlanta dining rooms! What does a dining 
room mean ? ; 

What sort of a place should it be? 

A peep into some elegant homes in the city 
will tell us that a dining room 
means a place of luxury and comfort: a cheer- 
ful apartment where young society men can 
forget morning headaches, and society girls 
find adiversion from regrets over last night’s 
ball. 

What diningrooms we have, 
gressive, new, old-fashioned Americans 
and what gowns we wear in 
inthem. Havyen’t you ever seen a girl in a 
Greek morning gown and Louis XV. slippers 
warming her toes by a colonial mantelpiece, as 
she looks up archly and informs you she 
is ‘fly,’ or some other thing in plain, 
Wnvarnished American slang. We are all

ons in one, We have ancient grace with mod- 
ern convenierice. We sit in Queen Anne 
dining chairs and eat tutti frutti, we 
fecline on Turkish divans, but 
we don’t lie dawn to eat, as was the inconven- 
tent ancient custom.

The borders around the paintings 
were old rose pink with gilt arabesques 
in designs of love knots, guitars, 
manuscript vases, tied with ribbons and 
num berless other dainty suggestions of homage 
and compliment. 

An oddly shaped Chinese teapot many hun- 
dred years old, an epergne of opal bohemian 
glass in shell designs and @ magnificent globe 
shaped rose bow! of irridescent cut glass were 
three elegant pieces. 

The walls of the room are adorned with 
panels and fine paintings of game and fish, 
and the hangings are dull red and blue raw 
silk brocade. 

Mrs. Clarence Knowles has an old English 
dining room that is very handsome. The floor 
is of inlaid oak, and is covered to the border 
with a moquet rug in contrasting tones of dull 
blue. The walls above the high wainscoting 
painted in 
autumn leaves in broad style. he leaves at 
the base of the design are in rich dark tones 
of purplish red, brown and gold, growing into 
delicate shades as the painting reaches the 
ceiling. 

The massive open beam ceiling is of old 
English oak, as are also the dining table with 
its carved claw feet, and the old English chairs 
upholstered in tan Spanish leather. The col- 
lonial mantel, built into the right hand angle 
of the room, is of heavy carved oak, with a 
very high shelf above, which is a beveled mir- 
ror reaching to the ceiling. The tiles are terra 
cotta in small squares, and the wide hearth 
has a carved brass fender and andirons. In 
the opposite corner.is a china cupboard built 
into the wall and have a beveled glass door, 
through which one sees glimpses of rare china 
andg@ut glass. The carved oak sideboard, oc- 
cupying nearly half of the room on one side, is 
bnilt into the wall, and the curve above is of 
browze lincrusta waltonin a fruit design of 
grapes and pomegranates. The doors of the 
s.deboard are ornamented with bas reliefs in 
fruit designs. 

Tapestry curtains in dull shades of blue and 
gold are the hangings of the folding doors and 
the large square window opposite. The apart- 
ment in its perfect harmony and elegance 
would satisfy any artist in America. 

Another handsome dining room is that of 
Mrs. Edward Poters. The deep wainscoting 
is of carved oak, the walls and ceiling are a 
delicate pinkish brown, the latter having a lat- 
tice work of oak tiling, The axminster carpet 
is in neutral tints, the chairs and dining table 
are of heavy carved oak in old English style, 
the latter being upholstered in brown leather. 
All the hangings are of raw silk brocade, in 
chocolate and cream. The oak sideboard is 
built into the wall and hand caryed in bas 
reliefs of game and fruit, and the glass cup- 
boards and shelves contain some rare old 
English family china, The square window to 
this room gives a most artistic effect. The 
oak arch above is carvedin delicate designs, 
and the wide mantel with its carved shelves 
and beveled inirrors reaches to the ceiling, 
and is placed between the two wide windows 
of the alcove. 

The tiles are in two shades of gold brown, 
and the hearth has an ornately carved fender 
and pair of fire dogs. The dozen 
partition brackets below the mantel 
shelf contain some tiles in white and black 
that are exquisite works of art. These tiles, 
the work of Mrs. Helen Plaine, tel) the history 
of the Staten Schuykill club, the first club in 
America. Lafayette and Judge Richard Pe- 
ters were contemporaneous members of this 
club. The paintings on these tiles are the work 
of atrue and cultivated artist without the 
slightest suggestion of amateurishness. 

Though it was not my intention to go out of 
dining rooms in this article, I must mention 
some other remarkable work of Mrs. Plaine’s 
in this artistic home. The square hallway 
contains three doors and a wide tire place over 
which are pancls of lincrusta walton decorated 
in designs by Mrs. Plaine. The panel over the 
mantel has a spray of ivy anc a chameleon 
most realistically painted. The first 
lines of Dickens’ ‘‘Ivy Green” are in 
green and gold old English létters below the 
design. Thodooron the right bas the words 
‘Creeping where no life is seen,’’ upon a panel 
picture of an old ruin, The pale moonlight

The walls ofthe other room are 
painted in a sea scene, and the painting, with 
its foam capped waves and silver fishes, is a 
— and dainty piece of work. Mrs. 
*laine does all the designing for her work. 
Mrs. William Lowe’s Dining Room. 
is very handsome. The wood work is oak and 
mahogony, the flooring being inlaid with those 
two woods. The furniture is of heavy old 
English oak handsomely carved, and the These 
moquet rug reaching to the inlaid border 
is in dull blues’ and_= grays. The 
walls of chocolate brown have 4 
freize of richly painted fruit on a gold ground. 

The freize of purple grapes and brown leaves 
in dull tone above the carved oak mantel at 
one end of the spacious apartment is one of the 
richest and most artistic paintings I have ever 
seen in house decoration. The ceil- 
ing is of rich cream with a center 

ainting in conventional designs, the 

argest figures being blue and goid horns of 
plenty, outpouring their garnered wealth of 
the grain fields and orchards. The sideboard, 
built into the wall and reaching up to the 
fruit frieze, is of carved oak. The three 
lower doors are carved in bas reliefs of fish and 
game, and the shelves and cupboards are filled 
with elegant china and cut glass from abroad. 
A magnificent punch bow] painted outside and 
in with gladiolis designs on a mottled gold 
ground was the center ornament of the lower 
shelf, and there were many exquisite dinner 
and dessert servicesin Sevres, Dolton and 
Dresden ware. 

The Dining Room of Mrs, William Dickson 
has all the woodwork and furniture of 
walnut. The chairs are carved and up- 
holstered in pompeiian red leatler; the velvet 
carpet is ruby red and tan; the walls of 
pompeiian red, with a dull gold dado, and the 
ceiling chocolate with gold and red arabesques. 
The carved mahogony mantel is let into the 
angle of the room and a mahogony buffet 
filled with rare glass and China occupies an- 
other space. The upper frames of the wide 
windows are filled with stained glass in 
red and gold; the raw silk red and gold cur- 
tains are hung from gold rods, and in one cor- 
ner of the room a novel and pretty conceitisa 
fish net containing crabs and fish, suspended 
from one brass rod to another. Mrs. Dickson 
displayed exquisite taste in the china and glass 
she brought from abroad some months ago. 

Anice cream comport of white dresden 
china, painted with pink rosesand having a 
music box coacealed mysteriously in its base, 
was one of the most novel of her many pretty 
things. The music box only plays when lifted 
up, and the ices to be put in this dainty recep- 
tacle must be moulded in fruits colored in 
their natural hues. 

A pink taper is first placed in the center of 
the comport, and over that a clear hollowed 
block of pink ice is put, then the ice cream 
fruits are laid over the pink ice, the delicate 
rose light showing through the fruits. 

Verily, this musical dish and its tempting 
contents, in the hands of a lace-capped French 
maid, would tempt the gods themselves. 

Mrs. Dickson’s soup plates are fac similtes of 
those at the white;house, and are all orna- 
mented with the coat ofarms of the United 
States in different colors. 

The fish set is exquisite French china, 
painted in marine scenes. The jong 
oval dish contains a painting of a sun browned 
fisher boy drawing @ sein in on the sea shore. 

A set of cut glass, rock crystal tumblers 
curving atthe top like morning glories, are 
fac-similies of those used by Louis XIV. 

Some cobweb lace finger bowl] napkins 
brought from Interlachen are the most exquis- 
ite things ever seen in theshape of table linen. 
They are made no where in the world, but at 
Interlachen, and the delicate threads are as 
fine as a baby’s hair. The design of each nap- 
kin is different. A Venetian table cover of 
hand-made lace -in arabesque designs is 
another beautiful piece of table linen. 

Mrs. W. D. Grant's Dining Room 
has a deep carved wainscoting of stained 
cherry. The dadoof the beaten copper walls 
is painted in a conventional design of brown 
and pompeiian red grapes and pomegranates 
ona dull gold ground. The massive mantel

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cherry, the latter being upholstered in dull red 
¢ embossed leather. The velvet carpet is in dull 
red and copper and the magnificent bronze 
chandeliers with lion’s head ornaments have 
jeweled globes of carved bronze. On either 
side of the great low window, with its carved 
arch of cherry wood, are carved cherry wood 
buffets built into the wall and filled with silver 
and glass. The buffet in the bow window con- 
tains rare imported china. The middle 
stained glass window above this buffet 
contains a grape vine and leaves with bunches 
of ruby grapes on a shaded blue ground, and 
the windows on either side are in smaller de- 
signs, one of apples on an amber ground, the 
others a dainty sea scene. Two beaten brass 
jeweled lantern lamps are suspended by chains 
in the sinall arches on either side the large 
low window arch. 

The sideboard of carved cherry is built into 
the wall, and the arch above is hand carved in 
a graceful design of fruit. The china and 
glass in this elegant apartment is marvelously 
beautiful, every piece being of the finest ware. 
An elegant punch bowl of Bohemian glass 
is of transparent ruby red inside; the outside 
is of white opaque glass with cuttings from 
base to center showing the ruby glass, and gar- 
lands of delicate blossoms form a deep border 
around the edge. A dainty Venetian glass 
cordial set of amber, with sapphire blue han- 
dies, was ornamented with daisies and forget- 
me-nots. Another of blue Venetian glass, 
scattered over with pink roses, had amber 
glass handles as delicate assoap bubbles. Some 
exquisite Prague drinking cups of Opaque tur- 
quoise, blue otnad mounted in silver, were in- 
laid with figures of knights in silver armor. 

A richly carved old mahogony sideboard, 
that belonged to Mrg. Grant’s grandmother 
contained decanters and glasses for every kind 
of wine, A claret set of amber Bohemian 
glass, wreathed in gold grape vines, was the 
most exquisite of all.

Creating Criminals. 

In the Forum for December, Mr. Charles 
Dudley Warner, under the title, “Creating 
Criminals,’’ writes so well upon our crude and 
blundering method in dealing with criminals 

that one could wish he had written more at 
length. It may be, however, had he written 
more he would not have wntten so well; it 1s 
much easier to poiut out difficulties than to 
deviseremedics. ~~ . 

Few subjects haye been thouglit of so much 
and thought through so little asthe question 

concerning criminals and the management of 
them. - Nearly ever day the subject is brought 
to our attention for a moment, butit is so diffi- 
cult we dismiss itas promptly as wecan. Per- 
haps the worst thing about the whole subject is 
g@ vague, but general impression that nothing 
can be done to help whatall know to be a 
Dad case. In despair of solving the law ques- 
tions concerning the right management of the 
criminal classes, we go on in a hand to mouth 
‘sort of way—taking cases as they come—gotting 
rid of them by what seems to be, for 
the time, tke least troublesome mode—the 
whole business being jconducted in the least 

hilosophical and the most. empirical fashion. 

or the most part wo have studied jail build- 
ing more than the management of prisoners. 
The main thing seems to be to shut men up for 
atime; we have hardly thought of what is 
quite as important, turning them out. 

Phere are two constant streams—the one 
flowing in, the other flowing out of the prisons. 
The inflowing is somewhat larger than the 
outilowing stream.. The numbers in prison 
gradually increase. Itis avery grave question 
-—not to be settled off hand, except by those 
who do not understand the subject—whether 
society gains more by the temporary deliver- 
ence ‘Bbq the criminals who are shut in by 

_ prison walls, than it loses by their re-entrance 

nto the currents of external life when their 

terms of imprisonment has expired. If 
gands enter the prisons every year, thous: 
pess from the prisons into the life of the pé 
ple. This current of criminal life is daily fin 
ing its way out of the prisons into the bod 
politic, and it is blood poison. Against the 
microbes discharged and harnoned criminal 
bring into healthy life we have no quaf- 
sutinen. The Bohemian atheist and an- 
archists that indest Chicago are hardly 
BO dangerous to social order as 
are the multitudes that, year by year, pass out 
of our prisons into the life of the people worse 
by the conditions of prison life than when they 
entered them. 

A thoughtful observer can hardly resist Mr. 
Warner’s conclusions that our prison methods 
make worse instead of better those who como 
under the penalty of law. What Mr. Warner 


gays on this subject deserves the best thought 
of lawmakers and of all who can influence 
legistation: 

“Our method directly increases and repro- 
duces the the criminal class. Our system of 
dealing with criminals and those of strong 
criminal tendencies is calculated to recruit the 
ranks of the professionals. It is an old story; 
the life of young offenders, boys and girls, 
through the city lock-ups, the usually foul 
county jails, the houses of thirty days’ 
detention, the reform schools, the 
yenitentiarics — always with associations 

nding to destroy self-respect and increase a 
Mking for vileness- to the full grown profes- 

sional condition. It is needless to repeat the 
details. From the moment society, pays 
attention to a wrong-loer, its ma- 
male is ever making: him worse. 
hero are exceptions, but this is the 
rule. QOur inain cifort is to punish crime, not 
to prevent it.”’ 
more fearful indictment cannot be brought 
against our method of dealing with crime than 
in these words of Mr. Warner’s: 
“From the moment society pays attention to 
4@ Wrong-doer, iis machinery is ever making 
him worse.”’ And the indictment is just; it 
is sustained by the facts. To state it other- 
wise: our method of defending ourselves 
against criminals is such that we make them 
not only worse in.persona! character, but more 
capable of crime, and so increase the dangers 
we fight against. 
* {tis not at ail certain that society hes any 
Clear notion concerning its motive in punish. | 
There is no doubt a protest 
against crime itsolf; there is perhaps generally 
@ trace of revenge; there is, for the most part, 
an instinct of self-protection. (Crimina!s are 
locked sf or a to death to protect law-abid- 
ing people. Whore they are not executed or 
imprisoned for life, a secondary idea is to deter 
them from repeativg their crimes. We use 
them also as obfect-lessons and to warn others 
of criminal tendency. Lesst of all does society 
think of punishment as a means of reforming 
the criminal. Grant that, in the nature of the 
case the criminal’s reformation cannot be the 
main purpose in his imprisonment, for when 
temporary incarceration implies his return to 
Bociety, itis vastly important to reform him. 
Else it is very doubtful if society does not lose 
more than is gained by his imprisonment. 
For nearly always the criminal returns to soci- 
ety worse and more dangerous than when he 
leit it; he is more vicious in disposition and 
more skilled in the evil acts of his class. The 
prison is to most subjects of penal law a school 
of vice. Statistics are not now at hand forthe 
comparison, but the doubt suggests itself 
whether our schools of vice do not yearly 
turn outalarger number of graduates than 
ali the Christian colleges and universities. 

Mr. Warner thinks that society has made 
little or no progress in the “science of penolo- 
RY, that is the rationab mode ef dealing with 
crime and criminals.”” There has been great 
progress in what may be called the humanities 
of prison life; it is shown in better architecture 
in improved sanitary conditions. The jails 
and  penitentiaries are more sigiitly, | 
cleanly, wholesome and comfortable. | 
Tho maudlin sentiment that lionizes criminals, | 
that weeps over ‘“‘unfortunate men,’’ stained 
With murder and foul with all manner of vice. 
that begs for mercy where mercy would be a 
mockery of justice, that, under pretense of 
kind-heartedness, apoligizes for crime—this is 
not progress, except in moral disintegration. 
But in securing good results from prison 
discipline we have mace no progress that is in 
keeping with our improvement in other direc- 
tions. it is hard to believe that our old-time 
jails and penitentiaries turned out more hard- 
ened and accomplished criminals than our wel! 

. Constructed and more sightly prisons. As 
Schools of vice our prisons hold their own in 
comparison with the worst that went before 
them. 

‘The subject is confessedly compassed with 
@ifficulties that seem insuperable, but if we 
would once carefully and atiently study the 
Whole question, some of these diflicultics

dangerous. The so-called labor re- 
formers have demanded that prisoners should 
not be employed in remunerative labor, “the 
products of which can in any wise compete 
with those of free labor. Itis a silly demand 
because itis undeniably best for society that 
all men should be productive instead of own- 
ers and consumers; because the percentage of 
competition of prison with free labor is so 
small as scarcely to affect the worker at all; 
and because it is easy to provide by legislation 
that prison-made products, in any manufac- 
ture, shall not be offered below ruling market 
rates. It is a monstrous demand, because it is 
unreasonable that a man by committing crime 
can compel the rest of the community to sup- 
port him in idleness. He ought, rather, to be 
compelled to work, so as to contribute to the 
support of the community he has wronged.” 

Of necessity Mr. Warner’s article has led to 
reflection upon the prison system, or most of it, 
that prevails in Georgia. As a matter of 
course those members of the _legisla- 
tute whose sole idea of statesman- 
ship is voting against appropriations, 
would oppose and denounce any proposition to 
spend a dollar of the state’s money in seeking 
to find out something about the most advanced 
aud successful methods of managing criminals. 
But it would be money well spentif the state 
of Georgia should employ, for the next twelve 
months, a thoroughly competent commission 
to make the most careful and painstaking 
investigation of this whole business; to collect 
all available and useful information and to 
present the factsto the legislature and the 
eople. Itis very certain thatat present we 

now very little of the matter of prison meth- 
ods. The experience of others might give us 
sole light where there is now great darkness. 
It is poor economy that stops short of what is 
necessary in order to success.. Our present 
méthod is not just; we refuse to erect a euita- 
ble reformatory for juvenile offenders because 
it costs something; we place our young crimi- 
ndls in our wel!l-appcinted schools of vice, turn 
them out accomplished villains and their post- 
graduate careers cost the state ten times what 
a teformatory would cost. To say nothing of 
the rights and wrongs of things, our present 
plan of “creating criminais’’ is the most costly 
we can adopt. A. Ge. 

Camp Fires of the G, A. R. 

General W. T. Sherman, in the Noyember 
North American Review, tells some good sto- 
riés of the fellowship of the camp fire and 
brings insome rare tales of the pioneers. 
Witness the story of the ‘‘petrified forest with 
petrified birds singing petrified songs.’’ 

Speaking ofthe great encampment of this 
year which he says was attended by 40,000 ex- 
soldiers and 60,000 non resident civilians, ac- 
cording to his professional estimate based on 
calculations, he says: 

“T mingled with this crowd in halls, ingreat 
tents and on the streets, and though individ- 
uals took liberties with my hand and person 
not contemulated by army regulations, I bear 
witness that in the four days of my stay I did 
not hear a coarse word, see a single drunken 
man or observe any infraction of the common 
police reguiations for crowds. I have known 
Columbus from boyhood, andI em suse. the 
people today are better and more refined than 
they were fifty years ago. In accomplishing 
this yesult the civil warand the Grand Army 
of the Republic have been important factors, 
anil in this paper I desire toinvite public at- 
tention to one feature of the Grand Army of 
the Republic—its ‘camp-fire.’ 

Gencral Sherman throws off the coat of 
mail that encloses his heart when he pictures 
the camp-fire. 

“Imagine a group of intelligent soldiers 
after night—the march done—supper over, 
and things put away for an early start; a clear 
sky above and a bright fire beneath, you have 
the perfection of human comfort, and the most 
perfect incentive to good fellowship. Of course 
to make the scene more perfect there must en- 
ter the element of danger, but that is now 
past, and the “‘camp-fire”’ of the grand army is 
a mere assemblage of comrades absoluiely o 
an equal footing, regardiess of former rank 
yet subject’ to self-imposed discipline. F 
mathematical accuracy, one should go to the 
interesting table of statistics compiled by adju- 
tants general, but for the living, radiant trath, 
commend me to the “‘camp-fire.”’ | 

Here are some rare touches of the rough 
diamond type of human nature about the 
camp-fires of the pioneers: 

‘‘Mv memory of camp-fires goes back to the 
evergiades of Florida, and the days of the 
trappers in the Rockies and California; and 
people who suppose these men were rude, 
coarse and violent, are sadly mistaken. I[on- 
bideaux was the gentlest, least offensive man 
I ever saw; butiiathieving Pi-Ute tried at 
night to steal his picketed mule, he became a 
good, i. e., a dead, Indian. Kit Carson always 
avoided danger, sometimes would go two or 
three days out of his course to ayoid danger, 
but when it stared him in the face his eye was 
as clear as crystal, and his nerves as steady as 

forged stee!. Carson was usually taciturn, 
but on occasions would ‘swop lies’ with the 
most expert. 

“The Bents, Campbells and §t. Vrain were 
raders of a higher type thah the trappers. Of 
this latter class, Jim Bridger always a 
camp-fire carried off the palm. One night 
after supper, When gathered round a real camp- 
fire on Bear creek, a comrade inquired: ‘‘Jim, 
were youever down at Zuni?” “No! there 
are no beaver thar.’’ “But, Jim, there are 
some things in this world besides beaver. J] 
was down there last winter and saw great trees 
with limbs and bark on, allt 
"Oh! rejoined Jim, ‘‘the: 
tions; come with ine tothe Yellowstone next 
summer and [ will show you petrified trees a- 
growing, with petrified birds singing petritied 
gongs.’’ Now, it so happens that I have been to 
the Yeliowstone, have seen the petritied trees 
‘a-growing,’ but net the petrified birds or pet- 
tried sengs. The geysers of the Yellowstone 
at intervals eject hot water supersaturated 
with carbonate of lime and geyserite toa 
height of a hundred and fiftyfeet. ‘his water 
is carried by mist laterally by the wind two or 
three hundred feet, saturating prowing trees, 
gradually converting that side to stone, while 
the off side has Living branches. So Jim 
Bridger’s story was not a!l a lie, only partly so. 
Mr. Tiffany, of Union Square, is at this mo- 
ment working up the petrified trees of Zuni 
and of the Little Colorado into exquisite orna- 
ments.” 

General Sherman furnishes this delightful 
apology for the exaggeration of soldier’s yarns: 

Falsus in uno falsus in omnibus, is good 
enough doctrine for the courts, but not the 
camp fire. Does any one question the truth of 
Gil Blas or Don Quixote? Are not Pickwick 
papers literally true? Or what American will 
permita bloody Britisher to dispute the entire 
truth of Rip Van Winkle, or the Legend of 
the Sleepy Hollow? As well doubt that Tam 
O'Shanter saw the dance of the witches, and 
had a close call with his ‘*Maggie” at the 
bridge of Ayr. The camp fire of the Grand 
Army of the Republic is only a continuation 
of what occurred. during the war, 
adding wit and romance to relieve 
the great mental strain, when each 
soldier realized that the next day might be 
his last—he did not dread death, but mang- 
ling, wounds, the hospital and captivity were 
ever present to his mind, sleeping or waking. 
These fears and apprehensions are now far 
in the past, and no wonder the soldiers of 
186155 meet again at their camp fires to “swap 
lies,”’ and should they exaggerate their own 
powers and deedsof valor, I know that a 
sweet angel will blot out the sin,’ 

Then comes the illustration, 

“T was seated at my table in St. Louis,

The Cheyennes jumped our 
train near Fort Wallace, got the mules, 
burned the wagons, and left me on the ground 
scalped and dead. The soldiers came out from 
the fort, took meinto the hospital, where I 
was kindly and skillfully treated, and got well, 
but the scalp is gone.”” With that he removed 
his hat, bowed his head, and the “hair was 
gone.”’ 

This was the reason why in my presence he 
had not stood “hatin hand” in the presence 
of his superior officer as he should have done. 
It so happened that I had been to Fort Wal- 
lace about the time when that train was 
“jumped,’’ and General A. J. Smith also hap- 
pened to be near by at the time, confirmed the 
general fact. So that among us we raised the 
$26.50 to get his trunk out of pawn, and buy a 
ticket for him to his home in Ohio. I have 
completely forgiven him, and have never seen 
him since. 

‘‘Nevertheless, for this very reason I believe 
in modern ‘‘camp-fires.”” They afford oppor- 
tunities for wit and humor, they prick the 
bubbles of the boastful and stamp as gennine 
the pure gold of heroic action and of patient 
endurance. No man can, today. go to a canip- 
fire of any Grand Army post, and successfully 
boast of deeds not genuine without certain ex- 
posure. Brothers reared under the same roof 
know and love each other well, buta day, or 
week, or year of war comradeship in the same 
company befits a knowledge of character not 
possible elsewhere. In peace we must accept 
aman on hisown word. Notso in war; the 
trutheis then revealed, as it were, by the 
lightning’s flash. In the twinkling of an eye 
we segregate the true from the false, the brave 
as the timid, the earnest from the doubt- 

ul.

Are Science and Art Antagonistic? 

In a late issue of the Revuel des Deux 
Mondes, M. M. Guyan discussed this mooted 
question with conspicuous ability, 

It is related of the poet Keates that once 
after a dinner he raised his glassand proposed 
‘“‘Oonfusion to the memory of Newton.”’ 

When asked the reason for this singular 
sentiment, he replied, ‘‘Because he destroyed 
the poetry of the rainbow with his prism.” 

Is the poetry of things really destroyed by a 
scientific acquaintance with them? Does all 
poetry in a sense resemble that many colored 
and light embroidered band which the an- 
cients deified, and whose wholly geometrical 
and earthly texture Newton laid bare? Pascal 
said there was no difference between the 
poet's trade and the embroiderer’s; Moutes- 
quiler said the poet’s business was ‘‘tooverload 
reason and nature with’ fine fancies, as we 
used to bury women under their dress trim- 
mings.’’ Voltaire regarded such expressions 

s malicious jests; but they appear to a con- 
siderable number of scientific men and think- 
ers of the present day, to ombody ‘the exact 
expression ofatruth. Poetry, they say, is go- 
ing outof fashion. Scienceis the great obes- 
sion of our age; we all vendee to it, often 
unconsciously, a sort of worship, and can- 
not help feeling a kind of scorn for poctry. 

Spencer compares science tothe humbie Cin- 
derella who was hidden so long in the chimney- 
eorner, While her proud sisters displayed their 
tinsels in everybody’s eyes. Now Cinderella is 
taking her turn; ‘and seme day science, de- 
clared the best ana the finest, will reign aS 
sovereign.’’ 

M. Renau predictsatime “when the great 
artists will be an antiquated affair, nearly 
ussless, while the value of the scientific man 
vill be more and more appreciated.” M. 
Renau has also expressed regret: that he did 
not himself become a scientific nian instead of 
being a dilettanti in erudition. Would not 
Goethe, had he lived in the present age, have 
preferred to devote “himself to the natural 
sciences? Would not V.ltaire have anplicd 
himself more to mathematics, for which he 
showed considerable aptitude? And would 
not Shakspeare have engageil in a more 
Weighty occupation of his psychological pow- 
ers than the construction of his deamas of 
human paltriness ? 

Darwin’s grandfather was a poet, and had 
he been born a hundred years earlier he might 
have been also a poet. Butin the spirit of the 
age in which he lived he gave us instead, the 
scientitic epic of natural selection. 

Poems die with their languages, and poets 
can hope for their works ‘only an evening of 
life in the hearts of others.”’ 

The canvhss of painters wear out, and in a 
few hundred years Raphael will be buta name; 
statues and monuments fall into dust; only 
thought seems to live, and go who adds a 
thought to the stores of the human mind may 
live by its meansas long as munkind itself, 
Must we believe that imagination and feeling 
are not 48 Vital as thought, and that art wust 
tinally give way to science? 

Writers who predict the decadence of poetry 
and the arts base their conclusions upon facts 
obtained from physiology, history and 
‘psychology. Physiology has this to 
do with art—that for its full develop- 
ment the artist must have“around and with 
him acultivation of beauty, of which the 
Greeks have given an example.’ The ancient 
classic Greeks attained the highest form 
intellectual culture and physical beau- 
ty, In our day no man § thinks 
of or strives to attain beantiful propor- 
tions, and women, who ought more than any 
other persons to endeavor to preserve pure and 
correct forms, employ a thousand devices to 
hinder their development and impair the cir- 
culation of the blood. 

Among the causes in our artificial modern 
life which combine to prodnce bodily deform- 
ities are constantiy increasing division of la- 
bor, which warps the body of the workman in 
ali directions save one. The efforts of philan- 
thropic science to preserve the ‘sick and de- 
formed, and help them propagate their race, 
the agglomeration of multitudes in cities, and 
dissipations of fashiong ble life. |The nervous 
system is destined to go on increasing at the 
expense of the muscular. 

Still, however, these facts prove nothing. It 
is one Of the prerogatives of sclence to hea 
the wounds which itself inflicts, and it will do 
thisinthe preseut case by means of a better 
regulated education, a ‘more complete under- 
standing of hygicne and gymnastics, and bya 
more methodical application of the laws that 
regulate the harmonious development of the 
Organs. 

As for beauty, to the modern eye, the face is 
still the most beautiful part of aman, and that 
is constantly tending to become more express- 
ive, until he will wear in his very physiognomy 
the steadily ‘brightening reflection of intelli- 
gence, “and intinity of thought in the devth 
of his eyes.” ‘ 

Beauty in short will be intellectualized, and 
the same will be the case with art. Following 
the evolution in human beauty, art tends to 
rise, as it were, from the limbs to the face and 
the brain. Will art be destroyed in undergo- 
ing the transformation ? 

History also furnishes some specious argu- 
ments against the future of art. M. Renau 
Says the reign of. sculpture was over when 
men ceased to go half naked. Vietor Cousin 
said there could be no“‘modern seul pture’ with 
the manners of our days. Adnritting that scul p- 
ture is declining, the progress of science has 
nothing to do with producing this condition. 
Instead of killing sculpture it is moder science 
which will finally be capable of rejuvenating 
it. Nothing has been of more value to art 
than the investigations of such men fs Dar- 
Win upon the expression of emotions. Ruskin 
has written that no sculptor ean be allowed to 
lack the know ledge or neglect the expression 
of anatomical detail, but that which is the end 
to the anatomist is for the sculptor the means. 


| 
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The change of manners will not produce the 
disanpearance of statuary. We may not havo 
another Venus of Milo, or Hermes of Praxite- 
les. But no one can assert that; the sculptor 
may not become capable of embodying in 
sione, leas and poetic emotions which the 
Greeks, with all the plastic perfection thev at- 
tained, could not translate or even e neeive, 
Praxiteles could not have imagined Michael 
Angelo’s “Night,” or ‘Aurora’ any more 
than Michael Angelo could: have executed 
some of the works of Praxiteles. 

Painting pe am & still greater promise of 
Vitality and advancement. Color -is eternal. 
No Newton with his explanations of the aerial 
arch of the rainbow can do away with it, The 
language of tints and the plays of light have 


become developed in this age ag never before, 


told the story so often, that [ believed it my- 


Epic poetry disappeared when the age of in- 
dividual heroism d away, and cannot co- 
exist with the artillery. 

Music may be regarded as the art of the 
nineteenth century. The language of sounds 
is inexhaustible. Spencer has shown that 
music is a development of accent made by the 
voice under the influence of passion. As the 
nervous organization becomes more delicate, 
musical expression becomes more refined. 
This expression must change as men change, 
and each new composer—as Rossini and Wag- 
ner—is criticised for his departere from the 
simple themes of the olden time. 

According to some philosophers, the develop- 
meut of the scientific spirit is destined to ar- 
rest that of the poetic imagination. Goethe 
said there can be no true poetry without su per- 
stition. But the interpretations of science can 
never give us that intimate sense. of things 
that the interpretations of poetry give us, for 
they address themselves to a limited faculty, 
not to the whole man. For that reason poetry 
is eternal. Science, which begins by astonish- 
ment, ends also. Coleridge says, with aston- 
ishmentment, of which poetry as well as phil- 
osophy is born, there is, therefore, an eternal 
suggestion, and consequently an _ eternal 
poetry in science. That very craving for the 
mysterious and unknown which the human 
to the end, a disguised form of the desire to 
know. 

Another mystery which science cannot de- 
stroy and which is destined to be always @ 
theme of poetry, is the metaphysical mystery. 
That mystery will always be competent to 
sustain in art above that of the beautiful, pure 
and simple, the emotion of the sublime. 

The past loses nothing in the transforma- 
tion of the universe by science. To the man 
of antiquity, or to the ignoramus of our day, a 
drop of water is only a drop of water. How it 
is changed in the eyes of the scientific men, 
when he thinks that if the force that holds its 


duce lightning! | 

Art and science haye this in common, that 
both require genius as a condition of their full 
development. The faculty which enabled 
Newton to divine the laws of the stars is the 
same by which Shakspeare perceived the 
psychological laws that govern the characters 
of Hamlet and Othello; Kepler, Pascal and 
Newton had, as Mr. Tyndall remarks, the 
temperaments of poets, almost of visionaries. 
Faraday compared his intuitions of scientitic 
truth toa sort of ecstasies that raised him 
above himself. Science, then, in the face of 
the unknown, comforts itself in many respects 
as poetry does, and demands the same creative 
instincts.

The Prolongation of Human Life. 

How to grow old gracefully is a question 

that interests us all, whether we admit it or 


not. 

How to order our lives that, when the almond 
tre6 shall flourish, and those that look out of 
the windows be darkened, the grasshoppers 
shall not be a burden and the evil days come 
not when we shall say: “I have no pleasure in 
them.’’ That is a question. 

But the first thing is to grow old. The 
causes that lead to longlevity are discussed 
in an interesting way in the Novyem- 
ber Popular Science Monthly, by 
Mr. Clement M. Hammond, associate editor of 
the Boston Globe. Mr. Hammond is a live 
newspaper man, who Enows how to collect in- 
formation, and hoe has the goed:sense to give 
us more facts than discussion in his article. 

He sent out five thousand blanks to New 
England old folks over eighty years of age and 
accompanied the blanks with a long list of 
searching questions. In two months more than 
3,500 of the blanks were filled out and re- 
turned. 

The first thing noticeable was that Jess than 
five per centof the old people had remained 
unmarried, and of those still single three- 
fourths were women. 

The majority of men and women have been 
married only once, and early in life. Their 
average number of children was five and the 
children still liviug, wers generally reported 
as heaithy. 

Here is a strange thingabor 
ion and bine eyes: 

‘‘Another very peculiar thing. revealed by 
this canvass isthe fact that five out of six of 
these New England old folks have alight 
complexion, with blae or gray eyes, and abun- 
dant brown hair. In stature the men are 
mostly tall and the women of medium height; 
in weight the men range from 100 to 160 
pounds, with a few of 200 and over, and the 
women from 100 to 120, with exceptional cases 
of i80 and over. Throughout life the men 
have been bony and muscular, the women ex- 
actly opposite. The condition of the 
hair, teeth, beard, and ski of 
these old people at 
when the blamxs were filled ont was recorded 
in about 2,500 instances. In nearly all thedair 
remains thick, the teeth are very poor or en- 
tirely gone, the skin is only slightly wrinkled, 
and very few of the men wear any beard. ‘In 
many instances the correspondents speak of 
the skin as being “fair, soft, smooth, and 
moist.’’ 
eighty-nine, from whose. mouth not a tooth has 
been lost. In most instances of those not over 
ninety the eye-sight is still good, and in dozens 
of cases it is pronounced ‘remarkably good.’’’ 

From this remarkabie evidence of tive-sixths 
of his witnesses Mr. Hammond draws this im- 
portant conclusion about the sanguine-nervous 
temperament: 

“T have alluded to the fact that in the sub- 
jects of the census the complexion is in most 
instances ight. Whilethis may be due to 
the northern origin of the majority of New 

England people, and have no special bearing 
upon the subject of longevity, it may possibly 
be very important as showing the eifect of 
temperament upon the length of life. That 
the sanguine temperament predominates in 
these people is undoubtedly a fact, and it ap- 
pears that the sanguine-nervous (judged from 
complexion, color of eyes and general build) is 
most common. In theory, certainly, 
this tein perament is that which 
would most conduce to longevity. 
Other facts, of the nature of these gathered in 
New England froin some other locality, might 
offset these and disprove tiie theory; but, 
until these other facts are gathered. I think 
the theory that people with nervous-sanguine 
temperaments, and the two nicely blended, 
are liable to live longer than those who possess 
a nervous-bilious for ga bilious-lymphatic tem- 
perament, with either predoniunating, is strong 
enough to work with; and, while it does not 
directly teach us how to live longer, it points 
to something in the future that means a great 
deal to the human race,” 

The testimony seems almost unanimous that 
hard work does not hurt those who do their 
workin the daylight and their sleeping at 
night: ' 

“The information which the blanks give on 
the subject of habits, coincides with the opinion 
of most people, formed from observation, that 
longevity without regularity of habits is rare. 
These old people, men and women alike, are 
put down as early risers and retirers, almost 
without exception, and fully nineteen out of 
every twenty have observed this custom 
throughout life, except perhaps at some short 
period in youth. Meals Pr been eaten regu- 
larly, three each day, with dinner at noon, the 
exceptions being so rare as toindicate nothing. 
Exercise in most cases has been hard work up 
to sixty-five or seventy, and after that period 
has consisted (when the regular occupation has 
been given up) of walking, gardening, or both. 
Except in cases of sickness these old people 
are as a rule as active and as fond of constant 
occupation of some sort today as most men and 
women are at thirty-five.’’ 

As to occupations the canvass shows that out 
of 1,000 men, 461 were farmers and nearly all 
began life on thefarm. Among the rest there 
were {2 carpenters, 70 merchants, 61 mariners, 
49 laborers, 42 shoemakers, 41 manufacturers, 
23 clergymen, 25 masons, 16 blacksmiths and 
16 bankers. The following remarkable inadi- 
vidual instances are given: 

Elijah Tolman, of Brockton, Mass., is 
eighty-five, and was a stage driver for thirty 
years, For the past seven years he has worked 
in charge of a coal office, and has been but one 
day from his duties in that time, 

Andrew Stetson, of Duxbury, Mass., is 
ninety-five, and was constantly employed all 
his life making shoes until one year azo, 

Aaron Farnham, of,Cambridge, Mass., aged 
eighty-seven, sold Bibles in Vermont for sey- 
enty years. 

Daniel Bigelow, of Athol, Mass., now eighty- 
seven, has worked as a farmer for seventy- 
seven years, and mowed grass with a scythe 
for seven tons of hay the past summer. 

William E. Cook, of Portsmouth, R. f., is 
eighty-nine, a blacksmith, and still works in 
his shop six days each week. 

Ira. Chamberlain, of Bangor, Me., aged 
ninety-five, worked at the tailor’s trade until 
histast birthday

two years of age, still does her own cooking, 
washing, ironing and garden work. Sinee she 

as fifty-five she has earned the money for and 
built a fine house, going herself to the mill and 
selecting the lumber, and superintending the 
building operations. She is one of twelve 
children, all berm without the aid of a 
physician. 

In the town of Hingham, Massachusetts, in 
4,000 inhabitants, there are 50 people over SU 
years of age, and 75 of them are iight com- 
plexion. The town has nosewers, is on the 
sea coast, lies low and its sanitary condition is 
bad. 

About one-third of the old people have never 
been sick at all, and about a half have been 
seriously ill at some time in their lives. 

The average age reached by their parents 
and grandparentgavas sixty-tliye. Not over a 
third of the children of these old people have 
reached middle life and about one half died 
before the age of thirty. 

It seems that independence prolongs life 
and many a man has died of a broken spirit. 
Mr. Hammond’s conclusion on this point is 
striking. He says: 

“The fact that so many of these old people 
are *not employes, jconsidered in conjunction 
with the fact that the great mass of mankind 
is made up of wage-workers, points toward a 
very important conclusion. It seems evident 
either that a man with the elements of long 
life within him is more independent in his na- 
ture, or that a spirit of independence fostered 
for years tends to prolong existence. It needs 
no collection of statistics to prove that, in 
most cases, one who works during a long 
period for another has a weaker individuality 
than he whois an employer. The brain of the 
wage-worker may weigh and measure as much, 
and his plrysical strength may be as great as 
his who takes the risk of profit and loss upon 
himself, but, in New England at least, his life 
is not so long asthe average, and it is rare, 
as the statistics show, that he lives beyond the 
age of eighty. This result cannot, certainly, 
be duein any considerable degree to amount 
of labor, to irregularity, or in any degree what- 
ever to care—supposed to be deadly in its ef- 
fect—or to want of nourishing focd. 

*T doubt alsoifany we!l-informed person will 
claim that sanitary conditions have any in- 
finence, certainly not if he knows as much as I 
do of the conditions under which the bulk of 
these people whom we are considering live. ’ 

Neither poverty nor riches seems to have 
been the rule: 

‘‘Very few instances are giver where occu- 
pations were changed exceptin the cases of 
the mariners, who have mostly become farmers 
inasmall way. The life of nearly all these 
people bas been what is usually considered a 
monotonous one, with regular hours of steady 
labor and moderately sure returns. Few ap- 
pear to have taken many risks in life, and 
while most of them have carried more than 
the average New Englander’s share of mental 
aud physical burdens, these burdens have been 
so evenly distributed throughout life that 
the strain has not been jerky. Surely 
the housewife has more cares than the woman 
who works in a shop or as a house servant, and 
yet her cares are so similar day after day and 
year after year that they become easy to bear. 
So also with the farmer compared with the 
clerk or mill hand. Fewin all the list have 
becn either more og less than moderately suc- 
oessful—successful above the average, to be 
sure, but they have achieved neither notoriety 
nor wealth. They have, in fact, been placed 
above the wasting worry of want, and have, 
on the other hand, escaped tho softening of 
the tissues and aimlessness of purpose that 
generally accompany wealth easily and rapidly 
obtained.’ | 

Mr. Hammond seems to have been particn- 
larly impressed with the importance of tem- 
perament asa cause of longevity. He says 
again: 

“From the hours of retiring and arising 
given I judge the average length of sleep to be 
about eight hours, with few exceptions. Reg- 
ularity in hours of work, eating, sleep 
everything in fact, seems to have bee: 
observed. Butis not this more the res: 
the temperament than the cause of | 
Is not the nervous-sanguine temperamen 
more than any other like a balance-whee! 
the pendulum of aclock? Is it not, af 
the great regulator of which the habits ef these 
people are a manifestation, and to which is 
due their long life? Andisit not something 
more than a reguator; is it not a repairer of 
waste and decay, aremedy more potent than 
any drag ?’’ 

There is this striking fact brought out by 
Mr. Hammonda’s article, that neither the pa- 
rents nor the children of these old peopie were 
octegenarians. While their parents lived to 
beyond middle age they prolonged life to ex- 
treme old age by pursuing the even tenor of 
their way. There were no flashes of genius 
among them, none of its frenzied activity and 
vaulting ambition, that Atias-like would carry 
the world on its shoulders. These old people 
have been content to carry their own cares, 
and they have lost no sleep because thé state 
wus not safe. They have saved themselves 
and watched the country grow greater while 
those that struggled forit, crushed by other 
men’s burdens, have fallen away and crum- 
bled into dust.

story in his article on yellow fever prevention: 
Indeed, it was summed up in this way: ‘‘That 


only the unacclimated were liabie to the dis- | 


ease, and that mustexclude the old acclimated 


population, which, with the slave and free col- | 


ored persons, einbraced at least two-thirds of 
the summer population of New Orleans—that 
this would reduce the number Hable to yellow 
fever below thirty thousand, and of that num- 
ber one-fourth had died in three months. 

We were the unacclimated. 

This was the story told to the commanding 
general. The solitary sentinel got the story of 
the danger In a different way,asin the early 
hours of night he paced his lonely beat guard- 
ing some public building, a stench arising from 
the dirty streets almost nauseating him; and 
ifhe asked a passer-by ‘‘what is the matter 
that such a smell should be here,” if-an accli- 
mated person he would reply, ‘‘why, what is 
the matter? It is always so.’’ And thus 
marching, his thoughts would stray home to 
the heaity air of his native village. Two 
newsboys would hang on to the lamp-posts 
and apparently carelessly, but purposely, call 
to each other in the man’s hearing, in language 
like this: “Jimmy, have you heard the 
news?” ‘No; whatisit?” “They have got 

he ‘yeller’ fever down in Frenehtown prime; 
eleven have died today, there, and it’s spread- 
ing. The yanks will catch it awful. I shall 
be glad, won’t you, when they either die off or 
run away in their ships?” 

it was said that the acclimated people 
prayed that the fever might come. I never 
could quite believe that; but there are many 
things that render it almost probable. They 
appeared to me to devote themselves to a con- 
dition of perfect nastiness which must bring 
on yellow fever. If they prayed for the fevér 
at all, they didn’t do it aloud in their churches, 
because our soldiers used to go to cluveh; vet,

Immigration is one of the live topics. 

Hon. Martin Calvin, chairman of the house 
cominittee on immigration, who was one of the 
Georgia delegates to the Hot Springs, N. C., 
convention, is deeply interested in the subject. 

_In reply toa question touching on luimMigrae 
tion, he said; 

“We retrograded when we abolished the geo« 
logical department and abandoned active 
efforts in behalf of immigration, 

“No measures, in furtheranee of immigra. 
tion, have been introduced in the hovee thi 
session. Idonot expect any. The interest in 
the subject, however, is daily increasing) 
aud in the fullness of time I shall: 
call the committee together. We shall then’ 
have something to say to the house on this 
qnestion of immigration which is so closely al- 
lied to the future of our great state,” : 

“You were a member of the Hot Springs, Nv 
C., Immigration conveution, were you not?” 

**Yes, sir. Bishop. Hecker, of Savannah, 
and myself had the honor to be designated 
by his excellency, Governor Gordon, as mem~- 
bers of the “preparatory committee,” which 
met two days inadvance of the convention, 
discussed the situation and formulated the 
work for the convention. Georgia, South 
Carolina, Virginia, Kentucky, West Virginia: 
and Tennessee were represented on that 
committee.

The Hon. Sam Hardeman, of Wilkes, an 
observant man, says: 

‘‘The farmers of Wilkes are -no better off 
today than they were in I865. They have 
practically lost this year’s crop, and they 
had not gained in twenty years more than 
they have lost in one year.”’ 

That is pretty bad. -Mr. Hardeman adds: 
‘‘A very large proportion of the poor lands 
of Wilkes are under mortgage to foreign 
money-lenders.’’ He was disposed to think 
very nearly one-half.

Reminiscences of Rev. Johr W. Knicht.

Toall such these 
reminiscences will seem superfluous, for those 
who know Iather Johnny Knight—those who 
have heard him preach—can never forget the 
impression he made. Even to those who have 
given themselves over to worldly-mindedness 
and to hankering after the flesh-pots, thero is a 
homely fragrance 2bout his memory that is 
more enduring than fame. 

I heard Father Knight first in Eatonton 
when quite 4 little chap; it was thirty years 
ago, and yet I think I could give today a tol- 
erably fair synopsis of his sermon, so deep was 
the impression it made. Though it was Sun 
day, he wore acopperas suit anda homespun 
shirt, without necktie or cravat. He limped 
a little as he walked to the front of the pulpit. 
He looked down oh his audience with a 
smile and his face seemed to me to be shining. 
He stood thus a Little while; then he leaned 
over the pulpit, and said, somewhat abruptly: 

‘‘Brother Adams, where are you?” 

The remark was addressed to Rey. William 
FE. Adams, who, sitting near the pulpit, with 
his long white hair falling over his shoulders, 
made a saintly picture. He looked up, smiled, 
and replied: 

“Tam here, Brother Knight.” 

“Well, I’m glad of it, Brother Adams. I 
was beginning to feel mighty lonesome up 
here.”’ 

The church was crowded from pulpit to 
vestibule. Some of the young men of the 
town, as l understood afterwards, went there 
to have some fun at the expense of the coun- 
try preacher. I think they enjoyed the sermon, 
but not in the way they had anticipated. 

‘*T looked over this crowd of Eatonton 

’ Father Knight went on, “and I 
a great many faces [ used to see her 
There was a little giri that used to sit on that 
bench there. She had long black hair and 
bright eyes, and [ used to preach to her. 
W here is she now ?”’ 

This allusion to the young girl that had re- 
cently died touched many a heart in 
church. 

‘She's not here, and now 1’ll have to preach 
to all you people of Eatonton. J ought to be 
proud of such a privilege from a worldly point 
of view. Think of it! A poor old man wit! 
only one shirtto his back, preaching to 
fine ladies and gentlemen. I hear your siiks 
a-rustliug, and I see your breatpins and ear- 
bobs a-glistnivg, and I feel that T ought to be 
proud to stand here tonight. And Iam proud, 
for | can now tell you something about a Man 
who lived in poverty from the day of his blessed 
birth to the day of his glorious triumph over 
death and the grave. [ can now tell j 
something about a Man, a Brother,a God. I 
don’t care how poor you are, I don’t care how 

ich you are; you may go about in rags, or you 
may pile on the finery ‘till it makes you 
sweat to wear it—only the love and mercy of 
God can save you.”

Years ‘afterwards, I heard Bishop George 
Pierce—himself the greatest pulpit orator this 
country has ever seen—say to Judge Trippe in 
Forsyth, that Father Johnny Knight was the 
most eloquent preacher he had ever heard in 
the pulpit. And it was a rare kind of eloquence. 
[t not only charmed the ear, but moved th: 
heart, It wasacombination of poetry with 
that peculiar magnetism that must ever 
ciate itself with a pure and devoted life. Ii 
was an eloquence that owed nothing whatever 
to cultare, and yet it soared heavenward on 
buoyant wings where culture would have 
crawled. 

lather Knight, in his sermons—and he was 
never weary of preaching—-gave new meaning 
aliairs of life. It 
sometimes said of him that his sermons were 
curioug—this was the comment of the dull- 
minded. Everything that he said inthe pul- 
pit was unconventional and original.

Speaking of his unconventional methods 
reminds me of an incident that occurred in 
Porsyth. ‘After preaching a sermon, power- 
ful in its beauty and eloquence—a sermon that 
had stirred every heartin the house—Father 
Knight descended from the pulpit and went 
around shaking hands, with the tears stream- 
ing from his eyes and a happy smil@on his face. 
Among those near the pulpit was Mrs. Robert 
P. Trippe, the wife of Judge Trippe. Father 
Knight seized her outstretched hand and ex- 
claimed: 

“Ah, Sister Trippe! May God bless you! 
I got the socks you sent me, and they not only 
warmed my feet, but they warmed my poor 
old heart!’’ 

I warrant you, ladies and gentlemen, that 
those who heard this, felt more like crying 
than laughing. I have related the incident to 
show how Father Knight invested even com- 
monplace affairs with the touch of poety and 
eloquence. 

Ife was a man of undoubted genius,and there- 
fore unique. To my mind, there could be 
nothing more beautiful and touching—nothing 
more inspiring—than the unconscious grace 
and earnestness with which he swept away the 
formalities and conventionalities that cling 
like barnacles to the modern pulpit. The cold 
and dead sermon that cannot be warmed over, 
the stiff and lifeless precison that culture 
gives, the perfunctory prayer, the sanctimoni- 
ous air—none of these things had part or par- 
cel in Father Knight’s methods. Me was a 
man Who had lost all consciousness of self in 
the great work he was engaged in. The “I,” 
the Ego, had utterly vanished out of him, and 
so far as he was concerned there was no Rev. 
John W. Knight, but a humble old man going 
about Going his Master’s work. 

He was a man who literally talked with 
God. Ho prayed in a conversational tone. 
sometimes beginning: ‘‘Now, Lord, you know 
what weak and miserable creatures we are,” 
and he would proceed in this way until the 
prayer took the form of an impassioned peti 
tion—an appeal to the love and mercy of the 
Most High—that might well have moved the 
angels to tears.

INCREASE IN EMIGRATION TO THE 
WEST. 

Farmers Seeking Better Laud to Till—Galks 

With Men Showing the Reasons for the 


Increase of Emig ration. 

The movement among Georgia farmers to go 
west has started a littic, earlier this year than 
usual, and seems to be more general than it 
has been any year for a long time. ; 

On last Tuesday four carloads of emi- 
grants passed through Atlanta en route to 
Texas and Arkansas. They came from the 
northern part of Georgia, all aiong 
the line of the Richmond and Danville rail- 
road, and there were about one hundred and 
gixty-fiye people in the party. | 

Mr. R. A. Williams, who has been engaged 
in gotting up such parties all over the south, 
was asked why the farmers were | leavisg 
Georgia. Tie said: . | 

“The only reason I can give is, that the 
Jands are much richer in A rkansas and Texas, 
and the terms allowed tenants are more liberal. 
In Georgia they tell me, they pay so much 
for fertilizers in order to make'a crop, that at 
the end of the year they tind themsélves in 
debt. Another thing that attracts farnr hands 


hand can get eighteen to twenty Sinton 6 
month. Here he gets from eight to ten.” 

“Is the movenent westward on the increaso 
among farmers of Georgia and the Caro- 


linas ?”’ 


“Yes. Our mails indicate that there will be 
nearly twice as many emigrants from these 
three states this year, as@here werd last. Last 
year there were about three thousand from 
first tolast—divided between the three states. 
This year I think there will be nearly twice 
that number. I am receiving letters from all 
parts of Georgia already, and it is a little 
early in the season yet. The movement In 
Georgia ig rather unexpected, as we were not 
counting on many from this state, but looked 
for a large number from both of the Caro-

In this whirl of competition the Intellizen- 
cer, the sole survivor of the old nev wspal ers, 
goon found itself conironte i. Y a nuinber of 
enterprising rivals. The New Era, Tu Con- 
giTuTION, the San and the Pens Georgian, 
entered the field in rapid succession, and the 
struggle to determine the survival of the 
fittest began in earnest. 

The editors were paid fifty dollars week, 
editorial writers twenty-five and thirty dcHars 

and the reporters all the way from fifteen to 
twenty-five dollars. Marry business men took 
all the papers, and their advertising pat- 
tonage was liberal. These journals, how- 
ever, were four page affairs, and they spent 
yery little money for telegrams and 
special articles. They were more or less en- 
terprising in gathering local news, but their 
strong point was the editorial page. This was 
perhaps made necessary by the peculiar condi- 
tions of the time, and the vital importance of

The New Era was the organ of the republi- 
can administration, and en joyed a brief season 
of prosperity. Its managing editor, the Hon. 
William L. Scruggs, was a se holarly and well 
equipped writer, and his ability was so gener- 
ally recognized that he was afterwards kept in 
the diplomatic service of the government, 
holding the positions of minister to the United 
States of Colombia, and consul at Canton, 
China. Wallace. P, Reed, John 
Loyd, 2 London editor, Charles 
W. Hubner and R. H. Knapp were connected 
with the statf of the paper. The Era was pop- 
ular in spite of its politics. It paid great at- 
teution to literary matters, society news, and 
miscellaneous topics, and on that account wa: 
patronized by democrats ag well as by repub- 
licans.

One of the oldest and most notable journal- 
ists of the period was Major John H. Steele, 
of the Intelligencer. He had been assistant 
secretary of war, and his political information 
was cyclopedic. When the occasion required 
{t his editorials were remarkably strong and 
clear. The paper was fortunate in its 
editors, that position being filled at different 
timos by such bright and vigorous writers as 
V. P. Sisson, Evan P. Howell, W. D. Ellis, 
H. K. Shackelford and J. Thomas Findlay. 
But these writers did not remain with the pa- 
perto the end. Stsson went into business, 
Howell, FE }lis and Findlay found 
the law nrore attractive, and 
Bhackelford went north to earn a comfortable 
living asa writer of dime novels and sens 
tional stories.

I naver 
bought a ham in my life, and I sell meat and 
lard I cure every year. I find farming a pro- 
fitable br siness, and I want no better state 
than Georg and no better county than 
Worth. My ‘deliberate opinion is that in ten 
years Wort! h county. will have come to the 
front in Georgia, and will prov e to be the 
richest and best county-in the state.’ 

Hon. Mr. Collier, of Dooly: ‘The same 
may be said of the farmers of Dooly. They 
have improved rapidly. I should say onan 
average tap have g: Lined tw enty-five per cent 
in wealth im the past ten years, besides living 
we il and improving their farms and their land. 
Ourlands havea great advantage in being 
level, and they will hold the food we give 
them. Like Mr. Champion, I am a grain 
raiser and a meat raiser. I mever buy eithor 
bread or meat. Bacon can be madein Dooly 
county ascheanas anywhere on earth. By 
running your hogs on Spanish groundpeas, on 
common peas, and other root crops, you can 
raise them with very little corn. Meat can be 
made in this Way at three or four cents a 
pound. No matter whatit costs, itis cheaper 
when you raise it yourself than when you i 
it. {should not advise our Georgia farmée?s 
to make much meat to sel], but —— farmer 
onght to make enough torun hisfarm.

HOW MR. POUCICAULT RUNS THE 
DRAMATIC SCHOOL. 


Showing That Although All the World’s oa 
Stage, Allthe Men and Women Are Far 
From Being Players. 

If my memory does not slumber it was the 
sad and philosophic Jacques, in “‘As You Like 

It,”’ who remarked while talking to himself 


in sylvan solitude that all the world was a |; 


stage and all the men and women merely 
players. 

While this is undoubtedly true—as was 
everything else which Shakespeare said—it 
does not necessarily follow that all men and 
women are capable of strutting and fretting 
before the flashing footlights in, strictly speak-- 
ing, stage parts. 

And yet, it goes without saying, that there 
is avast amount of undeveloped stage talent 
in this workaday world. Every great city has 
some Iago in embryo; some Rip Van Winkle 
who has never waked to the trumpet of fame; 
some Lady Macbeth, in hdart, if not in talent; 
some Virginius in lofty and heroic soul; some 
Bob Acres, in the shell, whose knees will 
never quake with comic foar to the infinite 
merriment of guffawing crowds—and sociot 
fairly teems with Lady Teazles and Josep 
Surfaces who will never tread the mimic 
boards. 

Full many a dramatic rose is born to wither 
in the gloom, and ‘‘mute inglorious Miltons” 
in every country graveyard continue to gire 
the world a rest. 

It is astonishing how very many people think 
that they would make actors or actresses—and 
it is simply amazing how few are deemed wor- 
thy to wear the so ck and buskin, or seem fit 
to wear the comedian’s wig, or to thrill thous- 
ands as the dark-browed melodramatic villain 
with black tunic and halting stride. 

This train of confused reflections was started 
through my mind by a little talk which I had 
the other night with Manager Hillsdorf, of the 
Jim, the Penman, company. 

I was asking him some questions about the 
Madison Square dramatic school, at the head 
of which stands Dion DGoucicault, the wonder- 
ful actor and playwright. 

“Dion Houcicault,’’ said he, “is not only 
the greatest stage manager in the country, but 
he is & master of dramatic art in all of its 


vhases.’ 

‘‘Hiow does he run the school %’ I asked. 

‘In this way. People who are applicants 
for admission go to h ‘im and by prolonged con- 
#ultation he finds out what they think they 
can play, whether comedy, character purts, 
tragedy or melodrama.’ 

Having foand out the nature of their ambi- 
tion in the dramatic line, he takes them,.one 
by one, and subjects them to a thorough exam- 
ination. He th en puts them, in turn, toa 
stubborn, practical test.

After 
giving them a fatherly talk, he assigns them a

I remember one 
young lady applicant who showed, at .once, 
marked talent for comedy. She was not only 
accepted with pleasure, but was given @ pars 
without delay in ‘“‘Partners,”” now having @ 
run at the Madison Square theater. She is 
doing remarkably well, and may be considered 
as regularly in the line of promotion,”’ 

‘The Madison Square dramatic school seems 
to afford a fine opening for aspiring talent?” ?
